Executive Order No, 9546, 
Which will take "the Fair 
Employment’ Practice Com- 
mittee out from under the 
Wer Manpower Commission and 
reconstitute it as an in- 
dependent federal agency," 
was signed on May 28 by 
President Roosevelt,

that the eliminetion of 
racial discriminaticn is 
the duty of all emnloycrs 
and labor organizations.
